[.nought and the widest -w> 'Id-jxper- 
ience o-t mankind from Athens to 
Westminster, and in one sbor- cen- 
tury realized tbe longings cf ail .lov- 
ers of liberty,' east and wasp, tiirongh 
tile ages. In one hundred yeiirs Amer- 
ican citizenship has reEew-«d tie po- 
litical face of tte irorld arid tt there 
be yet a few convulsive struggles of 
oppressed mankind, it is largely 'owing 
to the very fact of Aanericsm freedoia 
that there are political convulsions 
and that tie just claims of 'oppressed 
peoples are not fora-ally and definite- 
ly extinguished-.
